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APPEAL FOR GREATER 
SUPPORT 


The principal guest at the luncheon of the 
Laymen’s United Missionary Movement, in 
Jury's Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, was the Rev. 
Leslie D. Weatherhead, M.A., the well-known 
author and “lecturer. Mr. F. W. Parkes 
presided, and there was a large attendance of 
people representing various denominations. 

Mr. H. H. Forsyth, hon. secretary, appealed 
to those. present to join the Laymen’s United 
Missionary Movement, at least in prayer. 

The Rev. Mr. Weatherhead, who was 
warmly greeted, said he was delighted to 
learn that on the matter of missions men of 
various denominations were united. If they 
could not do that there were few things in the 
Kingdom of Heaven upon which they could 
unite. He believed that their attitude towards 
missions had changed. It used to be decided 
to go to the benighted heathens and bring 
them a religion which was different from 
their own. He believed that, in England, 
which he came from, they did not, know what 
Christianity was. Each denomination saw 
the glory of God’s message through his own 
eyes only. It was as if the nations of the 
world were painting a portrait of Christ, each 
of them doing a sectjon only and none of them 
having a vision of the whole picture. 

The real thing that was Christianity had 
not yet been seen by them; and it could not 
be seen until India, Africa, Japan and China 
had made their contribution. 

All the missionary societies were now 
embarrassed because of lack of funds. That 
meant the risk of withdrawing missioners from 
the field and the rolling back of heathenism 
in places like India and China. In his own 
societies he understood that unless £50,000 
were subscribed, up to 70 missioners would 
have to come home. He felt that the resources 
at the home base were sufficient, if only people 
would realise what the closing of a mission 
station meant to Christianity. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Weatherhead on the motion of the Very Rev. 
Dr. Hanna, seconded by the Rev. Dr. 
Northridge.
